inferiour Courts,is but more ſuperioutly in the Houſe of Lords 
thanthem, bur it is nor ſoveraignely neither inthe Lords Houſe, 
nor any other part of Parliament, till we come to the judge- 
ment of all rhe three Eſtates, -( where the Kings will is rhe effi- 
cientformall of the Law) and there you may ſee that the Vicar
